SAYS TORPEDO 
SANK ARABIC. 


Capt. Finch is Very Positive 
About this Point, 


He Saw the White Streak 
Through the Water. 


Scouts Idea Ship Destroyed 
by British Mine. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23.—Capt. WII- 
liam Finch of the sunken White Star 
Line steamer Arabic tonight gave the 
Associated Press a statement bearing 
on the cabled reports that some Ger- 
man officials claimed that there was 
no proof that the Arabic had been 
sunk by a German submarine and 
that she might have met with disas- 
ter by running into a British mine, 

“There is not the elightest doubt 
that the Arabic was sunk by a tor- 
pedo,” said Capt. Finch. “Neither is 
there the slightest doubt that it was 
fired at the Arabic deliberately. It is 
quite true that we never aw any sub- 
marine or any periscope; but I saw 
the white streak made by the passage 
of the torpedo through the water—a 
white streak that commenced with 
air bubbles in the water 300 yards 
from us at the point where it was 
discharged at us. 

“There was no mistaking of that 
white streak; which ended in a tor- 
pedo entering the ship and causing 
the explosion which sank the vessel. 
I was not alone in seeing it. The 
chief officer, the second officer and 
many passengers saw it No one can 
doubt for a moment that it was de- 
liberately fired at the Arabic. Those 
aboard the submarine evidently saw 
us and got into a position ready to 
release the torpedo. 

SUBMARINE INVISIBLE. 


“The fact that nobody on the 
Arabic saw a submarine may be easily 
explained. Those in command of it 
could submerge and leave only 4&4 
small portion of the periscope show- 
ing above the water. When the mis- 
sile was sent at us under such cir- 
cumstances, it would be impossible 
for those on board the Arabic to see 
either the submarine or the peri- 
scope. 

“The suggestion that a mine cau 
the explosion is perfectly absurd. 
repeat that there was only one thing 
that sent the Arabic to the bottom. 
That was 8 torpedo, which left a 
clear, white mark in the water 300 
yards in length.” 

Capt. Finch was seen at his home 
in Liverpool, where he had just ar- 
rived from Queenstown for a confer- 
ence with the officials of the White 
Star Line. Before making his state- 
ment he laughed heartily at the re- 
ported claim of some of the German 
officials that a British mine might 
have sunk the Arabic. 

OTHERS SA SUBMARINE. 
(BY ATLANTIC Ca: AND A. P.} 

LONDON, Aug. 23.— flicial and un- 
official statements were made today 
bearing upon the precise status of the 
steamer Arabic at the time she was 
sunk, the purpose being to show defi- 
nitely that she was an unoffending 
me nt ship proceeding on. her 
course and that without question she 
was struck by a torpedo fired by a 
German submarine. The latter point 
became increasingly important, ow- 
ing to cabled reports from the United 
States stating that some Berlin offi- 
ctals maintained that since there was 
no proof that anyone aboard the 
Arabic saw the submarine the sink- 
ing might have been the result of 
striking a mine. 

The Foreign Office issued a brief 
statement summing up the facts with- 
in ite knowledge, without disclosing 
all the details in its p ion. The 
statement said definifely that the 
Arabic was sunk by a German sub- 
marine withovt warning and not any 
attempt on the part of the steamer 
to attack the underwater craft or to 
escape. The announcement also de- 
clares that the Arabic was unarmed 
and was proceeding to a neutral port 
and therefore carrying no contra- 
band. 

This is considered a summing up of 
the British official view of the essen- 
tial facts and as showing the culpa- 
bility ot the German sub in 
sinking the ship. 

DUNSLEY CREW SAW IT. 


The most important direct testi- 
mony came, however, from members 
of the crew of the steamer Dunsley, 
who gave a circumstantial account 
of, seeing the German submarine 
while she shelled the Dunsley. They 
declared that during her maneuver- 
ing astern the Dunsley the under- 
water boat came so clearly into view 
that it was possible to note she 
showed no number or distinguishing 
mark. Later they declared the sub- 
marine submerged and rounded the 
Dunsley’s stern, showing only her 
periscope. 

These statements are considered to 
fll the cap in the testimony given by 
Capt. Finch, the passengers and crew 
of the Arabic, who did not see the 
submarine because she was astern of 
the Dunsley. Those aboard the 
Arabic have declared they saw the 
torpedo speeding toward the ship and 
the Dunsley’s survivors now assert 
the torpedo was fired from a German 
submarine they saw maneuvering be- 
hind them. 

All the affidavits made by the 
American passengers on the Arabic 
now have been cabled to the State 
Department. These statements give 
every detal! available from American 
sources. They relate chiefly to in- 
dividual experiences, but all agree 
that no warning was given. The ap- 
proaching torpedo was seen, but not 
the submarine. 

The funerals of some of the mem- 
bers of the Arabic’s crew whose bodies 
have been recovered were held at 
Queenstown today. The services were 
attended by members of the City 
Council, the Royal Irish constabulary, 
representatives of the White Star 
Line and a great crowd of citizens.

Gent Wilson is determined that this 
government shall do nothing rashiy, 
but shall act only after it has received 
all the information available in rela- 
tion to the attack on the Arabic. It 
is assumed by government officials 
that Germany will not unnecessarly 
delay the presentation of its side of 
the case. 

The little group of men who are 
familiar with what is in the Presi- 
dent's mind pressed surprise today 
that any uncertainty could have ex- 
isted as to the course he will follow 
if the facts in regard to the Arabic 
are as they now seem to be. It was 
insisted that Mr. Wilson has been en- 
tirely consistent In his policy toward 
the German submarine issue ever since 
the first note was prepared; that it was 
the unwillingness of Secretary Bryan 
to follow his policy to its logical con- 
clusion that necessitated his with- 
drawal from the administration and 
that, in short, there is only one al- 
ternative open to the government 
than a severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions unless it is to abandon com- 
pletely its determination to stand upon 
its declaration of principles. That 
alternative is to take the more radi- 
cal step of open hostilities. 

The President sincerely desires to 
avoid a war with Germany. From 
opinions expressed by persons close 
to him it became apparent today that 
the United States cannot countenance 
a deliberate disregard of the warning 
contained in the last note to Ger- 
many. There is strong reason to be- 
lieve that he feels that to let such 
an act go unchallenged would only 
cause Germany to commit an increas- 
ing number of offences against this 
country on the theory that the United 
States would do nothing about it 
further than to protest. 

The President is inclined to believe 
that the severance of lomatic re- 
lations would convince Germany that 
this country means what it says in 
its official statements and that Ger- 
many would come to time shortly 
thereafter, permitting the Unite! 
States, thereby, to resume its rela- 
tions and to return Ambassador Ger- 
ard to his post. If, however, Ger- 
many continues ita disregard, but one 
course of action is open, and that is 
to call Congress into session for the 
purpose of making a declaration of 


war. 
AS TO CONGRESS. 

The President has not decided yet 
whether to convene Congress as soon 
as relations are broken off, it they 
are broken, in order to make the po- 
sition of the - United States even 
stronger. He ig rather inclined not 
to do 80. The adviceot the Cabinet 
will be sought on this question, how- 
ever, as well as the views of the en- 


tire country, as gathered from the 
press. 

Outside of the official statement 
that Ambassador Gerard had been 
required to ask for nothing except 
the report of the submarine com- 
mander there were few, developments 
in the Arabic situation today, so far 
as the actual facts are concerned. 

A message was received from Am- 
bassador Page at London stating that 
he had forwarded by mail the affi- 
davits obtained from the survivors of 
the Arabic. Mr. Page was instructed 
to send a summary of the contents of 
these by wire. This summary is ex- 
pected tomorrow. Mr. Page has al- 
ready informed the State Department 
that he regards the sinking of the 
Arabic as wholly unjustified. The de- 
partment has also been advised of the 
British Admiralty’s announcement 
that the Arabic was not convoyed, 
that it was not warned and that it 
was not attempting to ram the sub- 
marine or make any other hostile 
move againet it. 

It is quite apparent that the ad- 
ministration does not intend to make 
any of its facts known until it pub- 
lishes all of them. The publishing 
of the facts will be accompanied un- 
doubtedly by the announcement of 
the policy which will be pursued. 

There is no doubt that the Prest- 
dent's strongest advisers, and they 
probably represent his own views, 
believe that if Germany deliberately 
torpedoed the Arabic without warn- 
Ing, the time has come to test a 
the courage of the country and at 
the same time to demonstrate to the 
doubting foreign statesmen that we 
are in truth an undivided nation. 


MAY OFFER AN EXCUSE. 

As the situation in Washington in 
regard to the Arabic becomes more 
serious, feeling is growing that Ger- 
many, unless she really desires a 
break with this government, will of- 
fer some excuse for the sinking of 
the White Star liner. The impression 
here is that this excuse will take the 
form of a statement that the com- 
mander,of the submarine believed the 


Arabic was trying to ram him and 
that he therefore fired in self de- 
fense. It is the. feeling here that if 
Germany offered such a defense the 
United States would be obliged at 
least to controvert by evidence the 
charge that the Arabic was trying to 
ram the submarine. It would then 
be up to the United States to deter- 
mine what credence it would place 
in the statement by the German gov- 
ernment. It seems certain, however, 
that in case of such a defense the 
United States would not be satisfied 
with anything Jess than a disavowal 
by the German government, ar apol- 
ogy and guarantees as to the future. 

The President’s advisers feel that 
there is little probability that Ger- 
many will formally disavow the sink- 
ing of the Arabic for the simple rea- 
son that it would involve, by infer- 
ence at least, a concession to the 
United States on the principles in- 
volved in the submarine warfare. The 
United States, they believe, cannot 
afford to allow the matter to end 
without a decision as in the Lusitania 
discussion, for then Germany would 
be in a position to commit some new 
offense and offer a new defense. It 
Was generally believed after the dis- 
patch of the last Lusitania note that 
Germany, witheut formally canceding 
anything to the United States, would 
regard the position of this country 
in its future course of action, If the 
final act in connection with the Ara- 
bic’s sinking indicate Germany was 
rullty of a deliberate disregard of 
this country’s warning, the United 
States, under no condition, accord- 
ing to the President's advisers, can 
permit the matter to be settled on an 
understanding that the offense was 
not to Be repeated. 

There was every indication here to- 
day that the officials of the admin- 
istration while still awaiting the 
facts. have practically reached the 
conclusion that a break with Ger- 
manv is inevitable, unless Germany 
itself prevents that break. 


SAY SUBMARINE 
WAS ALSO LOST.

night is adopted. 
| Leaders of the federation are 
termed “lady labor sluggers,” by the 
author of the 170 rule, Vice- 
President Ja M. Loeb, of the 
board, who is also of the 
Rules Committee. 

The federation itself was charac- 
terized as a promulgator of suspicion 
and discontent, a teacher's mind 
poisoner, a controverter of discipline 
and efficiency, an element foreign to 
the schools and their purpose and a 
terrorizing organization controlling 
the entire membership through fear. 

In presenting his proposal Mr. Loeb 
declared he was not opposed to labor 
unions in the trades. Teaching, he 
said, was a profession, however, not 
4 trade, and he held that allegiance 
to organization and its methods 
meant inefficient teaching. 

“The federation is an outside force 
thrust into the schools to produce 
discord. Ite moving spirits are not 
even connected with the schools. It 
is in no sense an educational society. 
The only problem ever discussed at 
its meetings is salary.”

Wordy War is Narrowly Averted at National Educa- 
tion Association by the Tact of the Mikado’s Subject, 
Who Refused to Notice Allusions to His Country 


Aggression.

AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF

tion today when Dr. Yamei Kin, 
Superintendent of Pei-Yang Women's 
Hospital at Tientsin. China, vigorously 
attacked Japan as a side issue to an 
address on the development of edu- 
cational systems in China. 


“I believe that Dr. Uyehara con- 
ducted himself in a most gentieman-

“In China,” she said, “one sees what 
its neighbor, Japan, claims to be mili- 
tary necessity, but in Asia militarists 
will find that they have gained noth- 
ing, for they are engendering a spirit 


of Ill-teeling which already has caused 
a boycott which will remove Japan as 
China's chief source of supply. 

“This quiet, unannounced, but all- 
embracing bbycott—the strongest in 
the history of the East, if not the 
world—is now so strongly under way 
that Chinese school children will not 
buy even a Japanese lead pencil.” 

Dr. Kin charged that Japanese 
teachers had received Chinese stu- 
dents into their schools and at the 
end of six months’ instruction had 
sold them diplomas as civil engineers 
and doctors. 

Another subsidiary offshoot of the 
National Education Association was 
brought into being tonight with the 
formation of the National Council of 
School Women. Several hundred del- 
egates enrolled as members and Miss 
Lucy K. Kole, supervisor of music of 
the University of Washington at Seat- 
tle, was elected president. Other offi- 
cers will be elected this week. 

The personnel of the council will in- 
clude only executive instructors, such 
as superintendents, supervisors and 
principals, it was announced, and the 
purpose of the organization will be to 
evolve the perfect school.

WHEN AUSTRIA SOLD GUNS. 


During Our Civil War the Con- 
federate Government Purchased 
Munitions from Francis Joseph. 
(Washington Star:] There has 
been a rereading of olf books and 
records touching former relations be- 
tween Austria and the United States 
in view of the recent Austrian note 
concerning the purchase of war sup- 
Plies in the United States by the na- 
tions at war with Germany. Austria 
and Turkey. The question of the richt 
of the citizens of neutral nations to 
sell munitions to belligerents has been 
completely thrashed out. and the at- 
titude‘of the United States has been 
sustained by every reading of inter- 
national law. 

Theodore 8 Woolsey. a writer on 
international law, has said that there 
is no humanitarian difference between 
arming a neighbor by our exports in 
preparation for war and rearming 
him during the war: that individual 
manufacturers may decide this ques- 
tion for themselves as they please, 
but that the fact remains that so far 
as the law and usage are concerned, 
every belligerent has bought and 
every neutral has allowed its citizens 
to sell munitions since modern war 
began, and that to refuse to sell to 
belligerents wanting to buy and able 
to pay for supplies would be an un- 
neutral act against them. 

During the war between the North 
and the South the Confederate gov- 
ernment was a purchaser of war 
munitions from Austria. One of the 
purchasing agents which the Rich- 
mond government sent to Europe was 
Maj. Caleb Huse, a graduate of West 
Point, and who saw some service in 
the United States Army before the 
outbreak of the Civil War. After the 
Civil War and when the history of 
that struggle became of such inter- 
est to Americans and the rest of the 
world, Maj. Huse wrote a book, to 

hich he gave the title, “The Supplies 
or the Confederate Army.” In one 
part of the book he tells of buying 
arms, not from private armamakers 
in Austria, but from the imperial Aus- 
trian arsenal. 

The following extract on this sub- 
ject is taken from Mai. Huse’s book: 
“There were few arms for sale, even 
Sn the arsenals of Europe, which Mr. 
Cushing had said would be open to 
the United, States and closed to the 
South, Austria, however, had a con- 
siderable quantity on hand, and these 
— intermediary proposed I should 

uy. 

“T knew something of the arma- 
ment of Austria, having visited Vienna 
in 1859. with a letter from the United 
States War Department, which gave 
me some facilities for observations. At! 
first I considered the getting of any- 
thine from an imperial Austrian ar- 
nal as chimerical. But my would- 
de intermediary was so persistent that 
finally I accompanied him to Vienna 
and within a few dave closed a con- 
tract for 100,000 rifles of thé latest 
Austrian pattern and ten batteries of 
six pleces each of field artillery with 
harness, complete, ready for service, 
and a quantity of ammunition, all to 
 dglivered on ship at Hamburg. 

“The United States Minister, Mr. 
Motley, protested in vain. He was told 
that the making of arms was an im- 
portant industry of Austria; that the 
eame arms had been offered to the 
Tnited States government and de- 
clined, and that, as belligerents, the 
Confederate States were, by the usage 
of nations, lawful buyers. However 
wheatiefactory this anewer may have 
heen to Washington. the arms were 
delivered and in due time were 
shipped to Bermuda from Hamburg. 
Mr. Motley offered to buy the whole 
consienment, but was too late. The 
Austrian government declined to 
break faith With the purchasers.” 

Mai. Huse ie mentioned by Jeffer- 
son Davie in his important historical 
and biographical work, “The Rise and 
Fall of the Confederate Government.” 
In the Confederate records, to be 
found in that stupendous government 
publication. “The Records of the W 
of the Rebellion.” may be read ref- 
erences to Confederate purchases of 
Arms and ammunition in Austria, and 
records is a letter from 
Joseph Gorgas. Confederate 
chief of ordnance, to the Confederate 
War Department, in which he says 
that Huse had shipped 21,000 Austrian 
rifles, with thirty-two guns and 10,000 
shrapne! shells for them. At the same 
time there were waiting in Vienna 
munitions to the value of £117,500 
sterling to be shipped when payment 
wae made by the Confederate gov- 
ernment. 

A writer on the relations between 
Austria and the United States has said 
the relations between the governments

States preparing to back up that de- 
mand with its creat and war-seasoned 
armies, the empire of Maximilian 
came tumbling down. Maximillian 
was the brother of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, and the Emperor, it is said.

realized had not the United States de- 
manded the withdrawal of the 
French. 


GERMAN FORETHOUGHT. 


Plans bre Already Made for Taking 

Care of the Cars Required for War 

After Peace its Declared. 

{Indianapolis News:] With the 
same forethought which the Germans 
have diaplayed throughout the pres- 
ent war in the matter of anticipating 
conditions and demands, there has a 
ready been prepared a well-thought- 
out plan for taking care of the dis- 
carded war cars which will be out 
of government service at the minute 
of the ending of the present war, so 
that the country will not be flooded 
with poor cars, nor will the automo- 
bile industry be threatened 11 
giutted market. A company has n 
formed in which the government and 
the motor car manufacturers are in- 
terested, which will take over all the 
cars used in the war which are capa- 
ble of repair. They will be put in 
first-class running condition and then 
offered to the public at a reneonable 
price. Only one-third of the total 
will be placed on the market in the 
firet year, one-third in the second 
year and the remainder tn the third 
year. In the meantime’ manufactur- 
ers of new cars will be able to intro- 
duce their product, knowing exactly 
how many cars, and of what price 
and condition, will be offered in the 
second-Rand market during a certain 
time and can plan their manufactur- 
ing and sales campaign accordingly. 


FRENCH SHE! FACTORIES. 


Are Being Operated in all the Large 
Centers of the Country and Pro- 
duce all the Shells Required. 
[Chicago Tribune:] The French 
say they are not buying shells from 
America or other kinds of explosives. 
They do not have to. In one factory 
at Puteaux 10,000 shells for the fa- 


mous 75s are turned out each day. 
That is but one and not the largest 
of the new shell factories. Even the 
railroad machine shops are making 
munitions! 

Next door to the Puteaux factory 
is another, which before the war made 
French automobiles with English cap- 
Ital. Since last fall it has bought 
nearly $4,000,000 worth of machinery, 
chiefly from America, and today is 
producing. besides a few motor am- 
bulances and private cars, thousands 
of shells daily, parts of machine guns, 
rifles, and recently has begun to build 
aeroplanes at the rate of ten a week. 

These two factories employ 2000 
men and women each. ey are but 
one «mall unit in the huge war factory 
that is being run night and day at full 
speed in all the large centers of 
France. 

An the renovated motor factory 
most of the machines now and the 

part of the floor space are used 
in the making of obus. From the 
time the steel bars from which the 
obus are hollowed are dumped at the 
factory until they are — 8 back 
to the government arsenal for the 
charge of high explosive to be insert- 
ed a shell passes through 2265 different 
hands, not counting those of the “‘di- 
rection.” 

It takes twenty-three different in- 
struments alone to test each shell, for 
it must be exact in weight, size and 
finish to satisfy the ordnance depart- 
ment. in order not to wear the guns 

nduly. There are several processes 

be coring the solid steel bar, several 
more for shaping the pointed ends, 
more for making the screws and caps. 
others for fitting the copper rings that 
protect the gun barrels and give rota- 
tion, still others for polishing and fin- 
ishing the deadly missile, which, when 
finished, has received as much atten- 
tion as a watch and must be as ex- 
pensive as the ordinary timepiece— 
and which are shot off against an 
enemy as prodigally as a boy would 
blow peas at a window.

Once up@ a time a popular citizen 
of California discovered an imaginary 
model of perfection:” in other words, 


his idea was that California should 
have an international exposition in 
1915, and Charles C. Moore, the pos- 
sessor of the ideal referred to, is at 
the head of the real Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition today. 

Primarily, the press and its hum- 
ble employees smoothed the way logic- 
ally, naturally, historically, and truth- 
fully, by showing facts and reasons 
from a literary and other points of 
view of such great weight and merit 
that success was written on the scroll 
of San Francisco. 

On Monday, December 19, 1910, a 
gloomy prospect was in sight for San 
Franciseo; New Orleans was in the 
lead. On that date Gov. Hobart of 
Alaska, with Messrs. Hale and Brown 
of San Francisco, were guests of the 
Eastern Home of Western Men-—the 
Rocky Mountain Club of New York. 

That active, pulsating and efficient 
chief of the bureau of exploitation, 
George Hough Perry, was a regular 
steam roller, and he knew of but one 
road to steer that roller upon, apd 
that was the one leading to the city by 
the Golden Gate. 

On January 18, 1911, it was ad- 
mitted and understood by many Sen- 
ators, Congressmen, members of cer- 
tain societies, at the clubs, and among 
members and visitors of the United 
States Senate press gallery, that San 
Francisco would be the probable win- 
ner. A few days later the California 
Promotion Committee arrived in 
Washington and made its headquar- 
ters at the Hotel Willard. 

California is under lasting obliga- 
tions to the citizens.of the great State 
of New York; without its aid there 
would have been no 1915 fair at San 
Francisco. 

The legislators of the Empire State 
adopted a resolution placing its mem- 
bers on record in favor of the city 
in the West. * 

Mining engineers, metallurgists, 
mineralogists and their associates, to- 
gether with the journals and publica- 
tions relating to the mining industry 
were, in the majority, favorable to the 
claims of San Francisco. 

In the lines following an endeavor 
will be made to give some facts on 
ores, metals, earths and minerals on 
exhibition at the Mines and Metallurgy 
Palace. Some notes, facts, comments 
and references will be added of prob- 
able interest. ‘ 


New York and Its Mineral Wealth. 

New York is not supposed to be a 
mining State, nevertheless, its mineral 
products yielded $42,000,000 in 19153. 
Gold,, ellver, copper, and coal are not 
among its mineral and metal resources. 
“But it has 11,000 ofl wells, 3000 gas 
wells, hundreds of mines and thous- 
ands of quarries. Two salt mines pro- 
duce, from a depth of 1000 feet over a 
ton of rock salt for every minute in 
the year, 600,000 tons; 1,250,000 tons 
of iron ore from deep mining, half a 
million tons of gypeum, two and one- 
half million pounds of graphite, and 
5,000,000 barrels of cement.” 

The abrasive almandine garnet oc- 
curs fairly plentifully, and the State 
has a great clay industry. Tale of ‘ne 
quality, baryte high grade, and ma 
interesting minerals are found there, 
and it is the home of the manufac- 
tured, handsome, and liargely-used 
abrasive, electrically, smelted by means 
of the great water power of Niagara, 
and known as barborundum. 

Carborundum. 

This beautiful crystallized abrasive 
was discovered in 1893 by “the man 
who worked in a little shop.” Ed.- 
ward Goodrich Acheson was the man, 
and he was interested in the subject 
of practicaly applied electricity. One 
day he was experimenting with a mix- 
ture of clay and powdered coke; into 
the mixture he placed a plece of car- 
bon attached to a wire and formed a 
connection with one pole of a dynamo. 
The generated heat fused the clay and 
coke: the carbon was taken from the 
mixture in the container (an ordinary 
plumber’, bowl.) and Mr. Acheson 
noted the fact that some crystals were 
attached to the carbon; he thought 
that they were probably diamonds, but 
a few tests proved conclusively that 
diamonds were absent. Some sample 
crystals were submitted to Prof. Geikle 
of Scotland, but he would not believe 
that they were “manufactured.” 
“Why.” said the professor, “those crys- 
tals have been in the earth for a mil- 
lion years.” 

Carborundum ts a produgt of the 
electric furnace on charges of crushed 
coke with sand (quartz.) Sawduet is 
added to the mixture for the purpose 
of forming porous masses for escaping 
a@s. A small percentage of sodium 
chloride is added to the mass, which 
drives off certain impurities. Carbo- 
rundum te, chemically, carbide of sili- 
con, a chemical combination of car- 
bon and stlicon.

There is a practical model and 


working illustration of hydraulic min- 
ing, as practiced in the West. shown 
daily to visitors, With such a mode! at 
work, retained in memory, 
skteching the “outfit,” one can go to 
the “gravel prospects: eet up a plant, 
and from its sluſces obtain the yellow 
metal in greater or leas percentages. 

California shows two front 
safes filled with nuggets, and native 
eryetallized gold: sold in matrix also 
appears. The epecimens from Sisktvou 
county are notable ones, and include 
“pocket gold.” gold with tellurtum, 
and placer gold “dust.” 

One of the finest gold specimens is 
that of the Alaska Mining Company 
of Sierra county, it is in sheet, crystal, 
leaf and nugget forms, and it is as 
Dig as a California gopher. 

The display of ores and minerals 
made by the Cerro Gordo mine tn Inyo 
county ie a most excellent one. Its ores 
of zinc are peerless. Stalactitic smith 
sonite is shown in a sample weighing 
probably over 100 pounds. Hydrozinc- 
ite, white as snow; bluish cadmium: 
aurichalcite with copper present: odd 
native silver coatings on cerussite; 
linarite on galenite; handsome ores 
of ceruvesite, and argentiferous ga- 
lenite, one and all are well worth a 
visitor’s examination. 


| Nevada. 

One of the happiest men on the ex 
position grounds is James F. Babcock, 
director of the mining exhibit of Ne- 
vada. He grabs you by the shoulder 
and polftely informs you: Nevada was 
awarded the grand prize of the P. P. 
LE. for ite exhibit of ores and min- 
erals.” 

In this collection graphite and sul- 
phur are shown from Esmeralda 
county, and the sulphur ts, in quality, 
equal to that of Sicily. High-grade cin- 
nabar, with meta-cinnabarite, appear 
in fine specimens. Opal, variscite, kao- 
Unite, ores of nickel, native moss- 
gold, argentite. stephanite and elec- 
trum from National, are pleasant 
sights for the mineralogist to look 
upon.

Oregon is a close second to 
California in the showing of native 
gold in forms of nugget, crystal and 
placer colors. The State should have 
exhibited more of its high-grade cop- 
per ore.

United States Steel Corporation. 

The United States Steel Corporation 
and its subsidiary companies, in num- 
bers, size and quantity of exhibits, 
is probably the greatest of all dis- 
plays. From one of its officers.we 
learn that the company mines its 
limestone from its properties located 
in Michigan, Illinois, Ohto, 
vania, West Virginia and Alabama. 
From these quarries 6,338,509 tons 
were mined in 1913, and in that year 
28,738,451 tons of iron were obtained 
from its properties in Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan and Alabama. The 
coal properties of the corporation in 
Pennsylvania Illinois, Indiana, Ohlo, 
Alabama, Tennessee and West Virginia 
welded 6,705,381 tons—exclusive of 
that used for coke. The coke manu- 
factured in bee-hive ovens and by- 
product ovens was 16,663,480 tons.

NEW PLAN TO HARNESS 
SAN GABRIEL'S FLOODS. 


RGANIZATION of the Board of 

O Supervisors as the supervising 
body in charge of the Los An- 
geles flood contro? district and a 
new scheme ot. handling the waters 
of the San Gabriel River had a near- 
simultaneous birth yesterday. R. W. 
Pridham was unanimously elected 
chairman of the district board and 
County Clerk Lelande secretary, both 
without compensation. The next meet- 
ing of the flood control board will 
be at 9:30 o'clock Monday morning. 
The new scheme of control for the 
San Gabriel River came to light 
through resolutions passed by the Los 
Angeles Advancement League, pro- 
testing against the bonding of the 
county for $16,000,000 for flood con- 
trol and suggesting an. alternative 
Plan, based on conservation. 
“Be it resolved,” say the resolu- 
tions, in part, “that we approve the 
tentative general plans suggested by 
Joseph H. Call, R. W. Pridham and 
others, for the construction of a great 
storage basin, or basins, retarding 
dams in the tributary canyons of the 
water shed: distribution of § the 
waters during the dry season, and 
other valuable suggestions.” 


— 


Construction of a diversion ditch 
from the mouth of San Gabriel Can- 
yon to a 8320-acre reservoir site, four 
miles north and west of Corona, is the 
big feature of the plan, according to 
Leonard ©. Hall, who has made ten- 
tative surveys 

“A dam 100 feet in height would 
be bullt and 416 000 acre feet of water 
impounded,” he-said. “The diversion 
ditch would catch the waters of the 
San Gabriel, Big Dalton, Lytle Creek, 
— Jacinto, Santa Ana, and San An- 
tonio.” 

The cost of the work is roughly es- 
timated at $8,000,000, while it com- 
puted that 100,000 or more acres o 
land could be brought under Irrigation 
by the use of the impounded waters. 
The acreage, it is proposed to irrigate, 
lies between Corona and Whittier and 
south of Ontario and Pomona, 
though, it was pointed out, the diver- 
sion ditch might be tapped any place 
along its route north of Azusa for ir- 
rigation purposes. 

Under the resolutions, committee is 
to be appointed to consider and report 
upon the plans proposed for the utili- 
zation of these waters, and to confer 
with the Board of Supervisors, all 
civic and business organizations, clubs 
and Interested taxpayers. 


TO INSPECT STATE HIGHWAY. 


Supervisors to Make Trip from Los 
Angeles Bakersticld and Study 
Need for Bridges. 

The Board of Supervisors voted yes- 
terday to accept the invitation of the 
California Highway Commission to 
take a trip over the new State high- 
way between this city and Bakers- 
field. They will go September 8. 
Grading of the thirty mile stretch 
between Castaic station and Bailey's 
ranch will be completed this week. 
It will require thirty to forty days 
to gravel the surface. This piece of 
road cuts twenty-four miles from the 
distance it was formerly necessary to 
travel. 

The Supervisors are particularly in- 
terested in making the trip because 
of the necessity of building bridges 
at three or four points.. One of these 
is outside Saugus at the south fork of 
the Santa Clara River. The county 
would have 40 bulld a bridge at or 
near that point in any event. An- 
other bridge will be necessary over 
the Santa Clara, where the annua! 
washouts are severe. A small bridge 
over the San Francisquite River and 
another over Castaic wash will have 
to be built before the highway from 
this city to Bakersfield will be avall- 
able for use in all seasons.

ROAD TO ALTAR. 


Niece of Wealthy Angeleno 
Weds Irish Officer. 


After Flight Before Teuton 
Onrush in Belgium. 


News of Nuptials at London 
Surprise to Relatives. 


When the Kaisef’s armies swept 
across Belgium in their drive for the 
sea, a gently-reared Irish girl was in 
the whirl of human chaff before the 
oncoming legions. She was destitute 
and distraught, suffering and fighting 


against odds to reach in safety the 
shores of England. It seemed her 
darkest hour and yet news received 
here yesterday reveals her flight as 
the road to the altar, where Mollie 
Higgins met and married Lieut. 
Charles L. Smith, an athletic young 
Irishman of culture attached to the 
Twentieth Manchester Regiment. 

Several years ago the refugee- 
bride came to Los Angeles as the 


millionaire owner of the Higgins 
Buliding, and during a stay of two 
years won many friends in Southern 
California. In 1911 she returned to 
Ireland. Her brother, Thomas h. 
Higgins, le an attorney with offices in 
the Hibernian Building. Pat Higgins 
is a cousin. 

In school-boy days young Higgins 
and young Smith were drawn to- 
gether by a mutual love for athietics 
and ground out many a Snappy quar- 


games. W. C. Smith, father of the 
lieutenant, is manager of the Ulster 
Bank, Lid. Mohil), County Leitrim. 
The Higgins family home is at Mel- 
view House, Longford, a score of 
miles away. The boys were chums, 
the families friendly and the children 
playmates. 

THE SEPARATION. 
When when school days were over 
separation came. Mr. Smith, fresh 
from his university. went to Switzer- 
land to teach languages and was thus 
engaged when the war broke out. 
Previously, however, a taste for m/ili- 
tary things and an active life had ie! 
him to join the South of Ireland 
Horse, a gentlemans military organ- 
ization not connected with the regular 
British establishment. 
Mollie Higgins paid her visit to 
America and then journeyed to Bel- 
gium When the war broke like a 
thunder-clap over the heroic little! 
country she was a guest at the home 
of Baron Morkens, at Herenthals, 
twenty miles east of Antwerp. The 
Teutons came like a flood in the low 
country and Miss Higgins, together 
with the family of Baron Morkens, 
became a refugee. They fled in 
haste. Her kind hosts lost everything. 
She herself was penniless and without 
a change of clothing or a means of 
conveyance. 
By good chance, however, she 
found her way, with other refugees, 
aboard a troop train and in this way 
reached Ostend, whence she was 
taken to London. 
There she was cared for by a rep- 
resentative of the Belgian government 
and given some money and a change 
of clothes, that served until news of 
her plight reached her home in the 
west of Ireland. 
KINDNESS RETURNED. 


When she reached the refuge of 
her mother’s ‘roof, she had with her 
a member of Baron Morkens’s now 
impoverished family, who has since 
enjoyed the hospitality of the Irish 
home. 

Meantime, at the very outbreak of 
the fighting, Mr. Smith left his school 
and hurried across France to K 
land, where he was among the frst 
to enlist. 

This much of the couple's adven- 
tures Los Angeles relatives knew 
months ago. It was only yesterday 
they learned, through a simple an- 
nouncement in a rural Irish news- 
paper, that the rude experiences of 
war had drawn the two together. 
Last June 26, at St. Eward'’s Roman 
Catholic Church, Palace street, West 
minster, London, the Rev. Father 
Foley performed the marriage cere- 
mony. The bride was attended by her 
sister, Miss T. Higgins. With the 
groom was his boyhood friend, Dr.

Evans Dumped from County 
Civil Service Board. 


Famous Falsification About 
His Bets Kills Dave. 


Ex-Mayor Windham of Long 
Beach Succeeds Him. 


Dave Evans quit being a “pubile 
Servant” yesterday. 

His resignation as chairman of the 
County Civil Service Commission, 
handed to Supervisor Hamilton last 
March, was presented to the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday, speedily ac- 
cepted and C. H. Windham, former 


Mayor of Long Beach, was appointed 


in his place. : 

The separation of Dave Evans from 
the county service marks what is en- 
pected to be the opening of a brighter 
epoch. For three years he has been 
the center of a bitter fight because 
of his inconsistent rulings, his polit- 
ical activity and his unusval admin- 
istration of civil service rules. 

The real reason for the deposing of 
Dave Evans began to develop lag 
February ata hearing before the 
Board of Supervisors, in which he 
was accused of making an election bet 
the fall previous. At the first hearing 
Evans boldly denied the charge, but 
when was confronted with the 
evidence, at the second hearing, he 
not only confessed, but admitted that 
he lied previously to the board. 

Evans assumed that the betting was 
only a trivial matter and that the 
law prohibiting it was a joke. But 
when he made a joke of falsifying 
to the Board of Supervisors and to 
District Attorney Woolwine, it was 
more than even Supervisor Hamilton 
could stand. The board took no ate 
tion on the charges, but Mr. Hamil- 
ton went to Evans quietly and de- 
manded his resignation. 

RESIGNATION PRODUCED. 


For five months Mr. Hamilton kept 
the resignation. Last week after the 
board voted to oust Registrar of 
Voters McAleer, Chairman Pridham 
served notice on his colleagues that 
he would not vote to accept any rec- 
ommendation of the Civil Service 
Commission until the resignation was 
acted upon.

Directors Stand by Rockwood 
Three to Two. 


May Defer Interest Payment 
on Eepee Sale. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—ZECLUSIVS 

BL CENTRO, Aug. 23,--Formal 
charges filed by Mark Rose against 
Chief Engineer C. R. Rockwood of 
the irrigation district were “laid on 
the table indefinit this afternoon 
in one of the most turbulent meetings 
the directors have ever held. 

There was no discussion of the resig- 
nation of M. W. Conkling, attorney for 
the district, although it was set for 
final action today. A discussion of 
Engineer Rockwood was essentially 
— important movement of the meet- 
ng. 

Director McBride of Imperial called 
attention to the $400 check which Mr. 


Rockwood had withheld and moved 


that the engineer be asked to send 
in a check for that amount. 

The facts in the case seem to be 
agreed to by both sides, to the effect 
that, during the building of the levee, 
$400 of Mr. Rockwood's $760 a month 
salary was paid by the government, it 
being the practice for him to tura 
in the government check and receive 
the district check for the full amount 
of his salary. He left on his vacation

Southern California (ce producers 
are demanding a higher price at pres- 
ent than consumers can afford to pay. 
If conditions were not so abnormal this 
year a price of 30 cents a dozen to 
the producer would not seem out of 
the way. Some of the chicken men have 
urged the greater cost of wheat as 
the main reason why they must secure 
present high prices for their stock. 
However, it has been discovered that 
a large number of chicken raisers have 
been feeding their stock on cheaper 
food than wheat, and as a result can 
make the same margin of profit as they 
did last year if they lowered their 
price 2 or 8 cents a dozen. A continu- 
ance of high quotations in the local 
egg market will result in the flooding 
of Los Angeles with eastern eggs. As 
a matter of fact poultry men in South- 
ern California have made more money 
with their eges this year than the 
chicken men of any other part of the 


State. 
Monday was a quiet day in the local 
produce market, and fruit arrivals 


continue large. All grades of canta- 
loupes were reduced yesterday, and 
new prices established were $1.00 for 
Paul Rose, large crates, $1.25 for pine- 
apple crates, and $1.50 for the Columbia 
pack. Tiptop cantaloupes are prac- 
tically off the market, and but a few 
crates are still on hand. Grapes are 
in plentiful supply, and all varieties 
are being quot at 80 to 85 cents a 
lug. Concord grapes are no longer to 
be secured in full crates, the two- 
thirds size now being the only one in 
stock. Kelsey plums are oheaper, and 
French sugar prunes declined to 65 
cents a lug. he vegetable list wae 
unaltered, with the exception of bell 
peppers, which were reduced to 3% 
and 4 cents a und. 

Butter was fairly active on the prod- 
uce exchange yesterday, and both 
creamery extras and firsts sold at firm 
prices. Fifteen cases of all white exes 
brought 32 cents a dozen, and local 
case count was inactive at 30. San 
Francisco quotations were the same as 
last week, with the exception of eges, 
which dropped to 30. There were heavy 
offerings of apples and cheese on the 
exchange, hut no sales were concluded.
